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Atlanta PTAs Take 
A Realistic Attitude 


At a time when the future of public 
education is a matter of grave uncer- 
tainty in the Deep South, including Geor- 
gia, it is encouraging to note no lessen- 
ing of interest in our schools and their 
problems. 

It was refreshing, for instance, to note 
that the Atlanta Council of Parent-Teach- 
er Assns. has passed a resolution backing 
the Board of Education’s crackdown cn 
rowdyism. This support for better disci- 
pline in the schools on the part of par- 
ents follows repeated criticism, including 
some of PTA groups themselves, that pa- 
rental interference has weakened teach- 
ers’ control of their classrooms. 

Certainly some of this criticism has 
been justified. Mollycoddling of chil- 
dren in the home, which expresses it- 
self in irresponsibility and lack of con- 
cern for others in the school, accounts 
for many disciplinary problems in ef- 
forts to mold the child into a social ani- 
mal who can get along with his fellows. 
It is still amazing that a psychologist and 
pediatrician had to write a book recently 
entitled, “Don’t Be Afraid of Your 
Child.” 


Among other things this has been 
called the century of the child. In the 
main we try to teach, nurture and doctor 
our children better and more systemat- 
ically than any other people. We protect, 
defend and shield them into adolescence 
and beyond from the life which inevi- 
tably they must face. In this life they 
must adjust to others instead of being 
in constant conflict with them. 


Recently in the Atlanta area we have 
seen mothers picketing a school against 
expulsion of their sons for acts of vio- 
lence which no school could tolerate. In 
another case a teacher was attacked with 
a baseball bat by a student who objected 
to interference with his social activities. 

This support by the PTA Council, 
therefore, is a step in the direction of 
reason. Parents should strengthen, not 
weaken, the disciplinary authority of 
teachers. It will pay off im,better educa+ 
tional programs, better-behaved children 
and more responsible adults.

Employers help by opening the doors 
of their personnel offices to the physical- 
ly handicapped. They know the physical 
limitation is really no hindrance if the 
worker is properly trained and assigned 
to the right role in production. 

Georgia can be proud of its record in 
putting the physically handicapped on 
the job. 

The best way to live in the spirit of 
National Employ the Handicapped Week 
is to make that record an even better 
one.

GOP Has Its Troubles 
Here in Georgia, Too 


Because of legal technicalities, De- 
Kalb County Republicans apparently 
have been thwarted in their efforts to 
place candidates on the November gen- 
eral election ballot. It is most regrettable 
that a continuing chain of circumstances 
has prevented the GOP from exercising 
its rightful democratic role. 


And in the race for Congress from the 
Fifth District, like. circumstances appar- 
ently have ruled out the party’s nominee 
for that office. In this case, party officials 
and the nominee made a mistake in the 
deadline date for qualifying. But prior 
to that there was talk of questioning 
legality of the candidate’s entry. 

‘The GOP should not give up because 
of these setbacks. There is a growing 
Republican minority in the Atlanta area 
and certainly it should have a voice. No 
matter how partisan one may be, the 
value of a two-party system goes with- 
out question. Georgia’s one-party setup 
leaves little room for dissent and makes it 
possible for a small group to control the 
state with a minimum of effort. 


Georgia’s election laws discourage and 
make it almost impossible for a two- 
party system to grow in the state. Ex- 
cept for the politicians themselves, no 
one gains a particular advantage from 
the situation. 


We hope the GOP will continue its 
efforts to build the party in Georgia and 
to overcome legal technicalities which 
stand as roadblocks in the way.

Talmadge turned over the gov- 
ernor’s office to Griffin in Janu- 
ary, 1955. 


In a farewell speech to the 
Legislature that year, Talmadge 
said: 


“When I assumed office, the ac- 
cumulated surplus in the state 
treasury was $4.5 million. Today, 
the surplus stands at $11.5 mil- 
lion.” 


A couple of weeks late, Griffin 
delivered his first budget mes- 
sage to the General Assembly 
and had this to say about the 
surplus: 


“At the beginning of the present | 


(Griffin) administration, there is 
a surplus in the state treasury of 
approximately $11 million. How- 
ever, when the commitments, pre- 
viously made, which cannot at 
this time be recalled, are carried 
out to the end of the fiscal year, 
June 30, 1955, there will be ap- 
proximately $6 million in the state 
surplus fund.” 


Griffin at that time was still 
taking a no-new-tax stance. But 


he soon realized that he would 


have to raise taxes in order to 
‘keep vital services, like educa- 
tion, from being sharply curtailed. 
Consequently, the General Assem- 
bly met in a special session in 
June, 1955, and enacted a series 
of tax increases. 


This action solved the money 
problem for Gov. Griffin. He was 
able to continue and expand all 
state services and to undertake 
a number of outstanding develop- 
mets such as the Science Center 
at the University of Georgia. Not 
only did Griffin have money for 
all these things, but there was 
enough left over to add consider- 


sably to the surplus. 


REALLY HARD 

The surplus hit its highest point 
during the 1956-57 year when the 
unspent money in the till amount- 
ed to $35 million on June 30, 1957. 
But then spending started running 
ahead of revenue and at the end 
of the 1957-58 fiscal year on last 
June 30 the surplus was down to 
$29 million. 


This fiscal year has been really 
hard on the remaining surplus. 


New spending by Griffin plus the 


normal increases in certain serv- 
ices such as schools has now re- 
duced the surplus to a little over 
$5 million. 

A‘ million dollars of this has 
been earmarked for the Bruns- 
wick state port project. 


Lt. Gov. Vandiver, meanwhile, 
has taken a rather dim view of 
the surplus situation. He talked 
about it a good deal in his suc- 
cessful campaign for governor. 
After the primary election assured 


that he will be the next governor,

FACES CRISIS 
For one thing, Vandiver knows 


that he faces a tough fiscal crisis | ' 


similar to the one that Griffin 
faced when he took office in 1955.

So last week, Vandiver got into 
the “numbers” game in a big 
way. He accused Griffin of dis- 
sipating the surplus and warned 
that the state is on ‘‘the verge of 
bankruptcy.” Vandiver predicted 
all the surplus will have been 
spent when he takes over in Jan- 
uary. 


Griffin now says he will go out | 


of office with more money in the 
surplus than when he came in. 
But he won’t say how much that 
was .. 
that when the surplus is already 
lower than he said it was in Jan- 
uary of 1955, even without the 
‘‘commitments.”’ 


FINAL NUMBER 


Capitol reporters have turned 
to Thrasher, who is the final ar- 


biter in» such arguments, to get | 


the right “number.” 


But the auditor says he can’t 
come up with a specific surplus 
figure during the middle of a for- 
mer fiscal year. But he does have 
the “numbers” for the end of 
each, and on June 30, 1955, the 
surplus stood at $16.3 million. If 
you take away $4.8 million of in- 
creased revenue in that year that 
resulted from Griffin’s tax pro- 
gram, you get a figure of $11.5 
million. 


And that, unless Griffin can suc- 
cessfully refute it, seems to be 
the number of dollars in the sur- 
plus when Talmadge left office. 


It doesn’t appear that anyone 
is going to win this “numbers” 
game. But the people who paid 
the taxes will probably lose it.

FIRST-AID ROOM 


The charge in the west wing, 
the only one which produced a 
fire, was set off in front of a 
first-aid room which was demol- 
ished.

The second charge, set off in 
the boys washroom, destroyed the 
washroom and the boiler room 
directly underneath.

They like it hot in the south- 
west where chili is king of 
flavors. And they have proved to 
the rest of the U.S. that it’s not 
such a bad flavor. A decade 
ago chil con carne was named 
the official state dish, but re- 
gional use of the pungent spice 
is not limited by boundaries of 
the Lone Star State. 

Chili is the seasoning of ta- 
males, tortillas, frijoles, Aztec 
pies and dozens of other dishes 


that reflect the spirit of the 
whole area south of the Rio 
Grande. It is not a single spice 
but a blend of chili pepper, 
oregano, cumin, — and -. 
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without beans, 


Some blends also add cloves, all- 


spice and black pepper. 


Legend credits chili’s inven- 
tion to an Englishman who had 
taken up abode in San Antonio 
in the early 19th century. When 
the supply of curry ingredients 
that he had brought with him 
ran out the engenious chap de- 
vised an American equivalent of 
curry powder with the chili pep- 
pers and oregans that grew wild 
in nearby Mexico. 


TEXAS COWBOYS

cook a version of Mexican chile 
con carne. Texas-style chili is 
a meat stew, cooked in spicy 
red sauce made with chili pow- 
der.

Cre- 
ative cooks everywhere have 
developed their own renditions 
of the Texas cowboy’s stew, 
chili con carne, and of tamales 
and other Southwestern con- 
coctions. They also have dis- 
covered many other chili tricks 
such as spiking soups, scram- 
bled eggs, hamburger, vege- 
tables, spaghetti and meat 
sauces, and of making hot dogs

MOCK TAMALE 
2% cups tomato puree 
1 cup corn meal 
1 tblsp. chili powder

I was alreedy late for werk bu 
the new ironing board cover. I was already late for work but 
hadn’t thought to brush my teeth until the plumbers came and. . 
ORGANIZED! 


It. could be that I’m the most disorganized woman in the world. 
But I'll tell you this much, I have the greatest respect and admira- 
tion for at least one organization for women. 


That’s the Business and Professional Women’s Clubs. 


They are celebrating National Business Women’s Week this 
week with suitable proclamations and programs extolling the 
accomplishments of women in that world outside the area of 
clogged plumbing and burned ironing board covers. And it really 
is something to contemplate. 


For as long as I can remember the position of women in busi- 
ness and professions has been taken for granted, although there 
was a time during the depression when married women weren't 
particularly welcome. The idea was that they were depriving some 
man of a job and sometimes it didn’t matter that they were sup- 
porting a family themselves. They were women and therefore 
expendable. 


That attitude was, of course, much more prevalent in the days 
of yore. Their organizations have done much to advance the 
rights of women, not only as wage-earners but as citizens. 


This started as early as 1919 when Secretary of War Newton 
D. Baker issued a call for “coordinated woman power.” The 
national federation of Business and Professional Women’s Clubs 
was organized and from that point to this good day they have 
been working quietly—and sometimes not so quietly—to improve 
the skills and talents of women and to help women to a chance 
to use these skills and talents. 


For example, these clubs have worked steadily to defeat legis- 
lation discriminating against married women workers, to obtain 
jury service for women and equal pay legislation in many states. 
They have endorsed the merit system in government, helped enact 
the law giving married women citizenship independent of their 
husbands and endorsed and actively supported qualified women 
for policy-making posts in government. 


All this pushiness hasn’t been in one direction either. They 
have provided scholarships and loan funds to girls and women 
for advanced education in special fields and they have demon- 
strated how to start small businesses, market new products and 
augment retirement income through small business clinics con- 
ducted by clubs and state federations. 


But don’t get the idea that their only interest is self-interest. 
All of these clubs have civic and philanthropic projects to which 
they faithfully devote a large part of their time and money. It's 
all the more impressive because so many of the members do a 
full day’s work at the office, another day’s work at home and still 
manage to gather the energy and stamina to work for the benefit 
of the ill, the aged or the needy. 


Maybe it’s the organization that does it. Anyhow, if you've a 
business or professional woman in your cricle of family or friends 
you might buy her a posie or give her a pat on the head this week.
